' LONDON, Sept. 17—German positions exceeding four miles in 
length were captured Saturday night and Sunday by the British and 
French and armies in the continuation of their offensive north and 
south of the Somme River in France. In addition, quantities of war 
material and a large number of prisoners fell into the hands of the 
entente allies—700 prisoners being taken by the French alone, Heavy 
counter attacks against the British during Saturday and Sunday were 
repulsed with large losses to the Germans,

FINE SHOWING OF EXHIBITS 


AT ATHABASCA FAIR SHOWS 
PROSPERITY OF THE DISTRICT 


Large Vegetables Were Outstanding Feature — Horse Judge Says 
Showing Was Especially Good For North Country—Cattle 
Fairly Good oe Saar ae of Dual Purpose 
and Dairy Breeds. 


An extra large lot of ripe tomatoes ;P. W. Spence, H. Hayes. 


was one of the novel features of the 
many splendid exhibits at the annual 
exhibition of the Athabasca and Dis- 
trict Association, Limited, held on 
Friday and Saturday, September 15th 
and 16th at the town of Athabasca, 
From Athabasca and surrounding dis- 
trict during the past six months there 
has been shipped $26,000 worth of 
cattle, $17,000 worth of hogs and $800 
worth of sheep. The local herds and 
flocks have an estimated increase of 
25 per cent., so the future sales are 
bound to show a corresponding in- 
créase, and the foundation business of 
mixed farming will steadily progress. 
At the fair the live stock exhibits in- 
cluded 70 cattle, 14 sheep and 50 
hogs. 

The general excellence of all the 
exhibits of vegetables, grains, grasses, 
horses, cattle, hogs, sheep, poultry, 
kitchen and dairy products, proves 
that round about this northern river 
port is steadily but surely developing 
am. agricultural community able to 
produce the goods that can be sold on 
any market. 

Some of the outstanding vegetables 
wére the 19 ripe tomatoes, citrons, 
17% inches in circumference; cucum- 
bers 15 inches long, blanched celery 
of good quality, squash, a _ potato 
weighing 3% Ibs. From the garden 
of BE. Gamber at Pelican Portage, 150 
miles down the Athabasca, a cabbage 
87 inches in circumference was shown, 
and it was stated to have been grown 
from the seed in the open. Day Bros. 
and L, 8S. Willey were among the 
prominent local stockmen exhibiting. 

In the opinion of Mr. W. R. Lowes, 
who judged the horses, the show was 
especially good for the north country. 
The agricultural horses and light draft 
were real good. Light horses were 
well represented, 
J, H. McNally, who judged the cat- 
tle, said they were a fairly good bunch 
of dairy and dual purpose cattle. J. 
D. Foster was well pleased with the 
vegetables which he judged. 

Miss Margaret Hutchings, who 
judged the kitchen and dairy pro- 
ducts, found they compared well in 
quality with that of large fairs. The 
samples of baking were good, and the 
competition was often very keen.

The Kaiser may recall about 
now that his favorite author says 
the alternative to world-power is 
‘“‘downfall.”’ 


Now that he has made speeches 
all over the country our neighbors 
to the south are showing a most 
inexplicable impatience to find out 
what Mr, Iughes stands for. 

The American citizen who when 
drunk ereated a disturbance at a 
Montreal recruiting meeting has 
been fined $50. Canadian citizens 
who broke up Montreal recruiting 
meetings when not drunk have not 
been prosecuted. Why the dis- 
crimination ? 


General Sarrail—and his army 
—seems to be a pretty successful 
ambassador in Greece, There is 
not much doubt that if he and his 
army had .not landed at Saloniki 
and camped there Greece would 
have been dragged into the Kul- 
tured alliance long ago. ° 


King Constantine has been ob- 
liged by circumstances over which 
he had no control to put the pre- 
iniership in the hands of a support- 
ev of Venizelos, who has gone on 
record as thinking that when Rou- 
mania entered the war Greece 
should follow suit. The prospect 
of a breach in that branch of the 
Hohenzollern family is getting 
steadily better, 

Ambassador Gerard is being at- 
tacked by the Berlin papers again, 
for his ‘‘presumptuousness’’ in 
thinking that American opinion 
will have any effect in deciding 
whether Germany will resume its 
“frightful’? submarine campaign 
against ocean liners. If Berlin is 
not yet convineed that it ¢annot 
conquer the world it is evidently 
trying to keep up_ the pretence 
that it can defy civilized public 
opinion, 


Canada recently /had to refuse 
nearly $100,000,000 of Bri- 
tish munition orders, and the 
chairman of — the Imperial 
Munitions Board has had _ to 
appeal to the public, over 
the head of the Minister of Labor, 


to help carry out the orders al- 
ready placed in this country. 
Canada needs a mobilization of 


industry as much as Britain ever 
did. And preliminary thereto it 
needs a Minister of Labor. 


Sir George Moster reminds us 
that when the war is over the sur- 
vivors of our half million soldiers 
will be returning to Canada, and 
that—with the complete suspen- 
sion of munition work, which is 
now employing thousands of men 
and women—it will tax the re- 
sources of the nation and its 
Government to find employment 
for them, Sir George should eall 
that fact to the attention of — his 
colleagues, the Minister of Publie 
Works and the Minister of Militia, 
who are between them planning to 
spend something more than nine 
millions of dollars while the war 


is still on in the erection of new 
Parliament buildings and a  Do- 
minion arsenal. If these, and 


ether public works no more need- 
ed, were postponed until the 
period of employment searcity it 
would help very materially to 
solve the problem Sir George calls 
attention to, 


A Calgary letter-writer says 
“Single tax will not only do away 
‘with unemployment and all its 
‘‘attendant miseries, but will also 


‘‘remove every other social ill.’’ 
Maybe it will, but it sure hasn’t 
done it yet, by somewhat. 


The Kaiser is credited with the 
recent statement that ‘‘My life 
‘must be carefully conserved for 
‘““the welfare of Germany, to 
“carry out the duties assigned to 
‘‘me by Divine appointment.”’ 
That may seem to the Kaiser a 
sufficient excuse for keeping out 
of reach of the Allied firing line, 
but it is a cinch that some of his 
subjects are beginning to sus- 
pect that he dervied his appoint- 
ment from another source, 


Every day Lloyd’s Agency is- 
sues a list of merchant vessels 
destroyed, How is not stated, but 
as the mine areas must be pretty 
well defined by this time the in- 
dication would seem to be that the 
enemy’s submarine campaign is 
still going on as usual, though 
with less of the fiendish disregard- 
for life, as most of the crews ap- 
pear to be spared. The impres- 
sion that the underwater fleet had 
been put out of business is perhaps 
a wish, rather than a fact. 


Sir George Foster spoke .in 
Saskatoon on Monday evening. 
The following day the Saskatoon 
Star (Conservative) headed the 
report of his speech in this way: 
‘“Transgressors should be driven 
‘from public life says Sir George 
‘*__ Minister of Trade and Com- 
‘“‘merce in Address at Canadian 
“*Club Seores Corruption in Politi- 
‘‘cal Life—Says Electors are to 
‘‘Blame for their Apathy.’’ There 
was nothing of that sort in Sir 
George’s speech in Edmonton on 
Tuesday evening. In the inter- 
val the evidence had been pub- 
lished telling about Hon. Robert 
Rogers telephoning a contractor 
of the Manitoba Government to 
ask ‘‘if he didn’t think his tender 
‘‘was too low’’—and the ensuing 
proceedings. A coincidence, per- 
haps. 

The London Times of a recent 
date published a statement made 
by the British Minister of Muni- 
tions detailing the tremendous in- 
crease that had been made in the 
output of arms and ammunition of 
all sorts. At last session of the 
Canadian Parliament the Govern- 
ment explicitly and consistently 
refused all information as to the 
output of Canadian munition and 
arms factories, on the ground that 
the information would be of ad- 
vantage to the enemy. Sir Robert 
Borden declined absolutely to con- 
fide to Parliament how many Ross 
rifles had been or were being 
made, holding this to be a dark 
military secret, whose exposure 
might be fraught with serious 
consequences, Mr. Montagu’s 
statement suggests that the con- 
sequences Sir Robert feared were

| Improve Navigation | 
i 


With fourteen railway lines radiat- 
ing from the city of Edmonton it is no 
wonder that the navigable possibilities 
of the Saskatchewan river have receiv- 
ad little attention in recent years, But 
the commercial trips made this season 
by the steamer City of Edmonton 
brings forward the fact that there !s 
still a need for other and further tran- 
sportation facilities, and that the Sas- 
katchewan river offers a means of 
meeting the need, The City of Edmon- 
ton is a river steamer of 80 tons, built 
and owned by John Walter, who has 
run it almost exclusively as a pleasure 
boat or in connection with his luni- 
bering operations up the river, 

‘This season the seitlements along the 
river about 100 miles east of Edmon- 
ton found themselves in such difficu:- 
ties for lack of transportation — that 
they called in the assistance of 
steamer. They are said to be well 
pleased with the result of the experi- 
ment and hope for a continuaften and 
increase of river traffic facilities next 
summer, 

The Saskatchewan river passes Ed-

may be a ferry. In many cases this 
greatly increases the length of their 
haul, The C.N.R, has under construc- 
tion a railway line north of the river 
but it has been under construction for 
a very long time, and even when com- 
pleted would be no advantage to the 
people south of the river. 

The oldest setliement along the whole 
river is Pakan in range 17, and ex- 
tending eastward from Pakan for fifty 
miles on the south side are the Shan- 
cro, Desjarlais and Duvernay  settle- 
ments, in which the land is fully oc- 
cupied and producing largely. On the 
north side the Wasyl settlement oppo- 
site Shandro, boasts of 158 actual set- 
tler holdings in one township. The 
Erosseau settlement opposite Duver- 
nay has three townships weil settled. 
Now that production has reached a 
point demanding an outlet the long 
aul from the river settlements to the 
railway has become a serious matter. 
It is estimated that it costs the river 
settlements in the district mentioned 
rot less than $200,000 a year in expense 
of haul and shrinkage, to market their 
grain and live stock at the railway 
towns, As an instance of shrinkage. A 
drove of 118 cattle lost $1,000 value in 
shrinkage by actual weight in travel- 
ling from Shandro to Vegreville, 40 
miles. The rate of freight charged by 
the City of Edmonton this season was 
10c¢ a bushel for wheat, 5e for oats, 
and 7e for barley taken on at Shandro 
and deiivered in the Edmonton eleva- 
tors. 

A petition is being circulated among 
the river settlers asking the Dominion 
department of public works to take 
out some boulders from the rapids at 
the mouth of Sucker Creek and also 
from the rapids just below Desjarlais 
Crossing. A small expenditure would 
be sufficient to make the navigation 
much safer and to lengthen the season 
considerably. They are also asking 
for the building of landings or wharves 
at convenient points, mentioning in 
particular Brosseau, Desjarlais, Shan- 
dro, Badniak, Pakan and Pine Creek.

| Lesser Slave Lake 
Fisheries | 


Fishing is an important industry in 
North Alberta, In the earlier days, 
when shortage of food was the usual 
condition, the white fish of Pigeon 
Lake, Wabamun, Lac Ste. Anne, Lac 
La Biche, Whitefish Lake, Saddle 
Lake, Cold Lake, Lesser Slave Lake 
and many others played an important 
part in the support of the resident 
population, Now that the Edmon- 
ton district produces and exports sup- 


plies of food, fish forms a less im- 
portant part of the diet of the pre- 
sent population. Whitefish have 
ceased to be a necessity; but have 


become a luxury, not only to the peo- 
ple now occupying the region in the 
neighborhood of the fishing lakes, but 
to people thousands of miles away, 
who appreciate the delicacy and flavor 
of the best of all fresh water fish and 
find the lakes of North Alberta their 
source of supply. 
Commercial fishing, 

for sale and chiefly for 
become an important industry in 
which much capital is invested and 
labor employed. It is necessary that 
the taking of whitefish should be re- 
gulated by law, with a view to conser- 
vation. The responsibility for this 
regulation rests on the Dominion Gov- 
ernment, and gives ample scope for 
the employment of expert knowledye 
with sound judgment, so that on the 
one hand the demand for one of the 
natural products of the country shall 
be met under fair conditions, and on 
the other that the supply shall not be 


that iv fishing 
export, has 


unduly depleted, Capital invested 
and labor émployed in commercial 
fishing is entitled to fair considera- 


tion, having regard to the two above- 
mentioned considerations, 

Lesser Slave Lake is much the larg- 
est of the fishing lakes at present ac- 
cessible to railway transport, and _ is, 
therefore, the most important field of 
enterprise for commercial fishing in 
North Alberta. It is 756 miles long 
by from five to 15 miles wide. With 
the opening of the Dunvegan railway 
the lake was brought within the range 
of commercial fishing. Last years 
operations were. satisfactory to the 
parties engaged, and naturally there 
was an increase of applications for 
commercial licenses for this year, The 
regulations permit fishing with nets 
having a 5% inch mesh, Each 
licensee is allowed so many yards of 
net. Licenses for summer fishing 
run from May 15th to Ogtober Ist, and 
for winter fishing from December 1st 
to February 16th, From October Ist 
to December Ist is the spawning sea- 
son of the whitefish. No commercial 
fishing is allowed at that time. Jack- 
fish spawn from February 15th to 
May 15th and no fishing is allowed at 
that time. 

During the winter of 1915-16 and in 
preparation for the summer fishing 
season of 1916, five companies made 
investments in buildings, ice boats, 
nets and boxes of not less than twelve 
to fifteen thousand dollars, The com- 
panies were the McInnis Fish Co., the 
Menzies Fish Co., the Alberta Fisher- 
ies, the Arctic Fish Co,, and the Nor- 
thern Fish Co. While two of these 
companies fished, the chief business of 
all of them was to buy from fishermen 
who held commercial licenses, pack, 
ship and market the fish. The price 
paid was 1!g¢c to 2c a pound, dressed. 
Obviously the profits of the fish com- 
panies would depend in large measure 
upon the amount of fish they could 
purchase, 

Commercial licenses were issued to 
about 160 applicants. These men had 
to provide themselves with boats and 
nets, and in case they came _ from 


| 
| other localities for the season's fishing 


they had to find housing, and always, 
of course, food. After all prepara- 
tions had been made both by the pur- 
chasing companies and the fishermen, 
profitable season's 
work, without notice a limit of 360,000 
pounds of dressed fish was placed up- 
on the season's fishing from the lake. 


|This, of course, changed the whole 
situation so far as fishermen or fish 
buyers Were concerned, Instead of 


having the whole season, from May 
16th to October Ist, before them for 
active work in which to seeure a re- 


is much further south than Edmon- 
ton. The Canadian Northern railway 
taking a fairly direct route from Bat- 
tleford to Edmonton, naturally cuts 
across the bend thus made, leaving the 
settlers along the river all the way 
from range 19 to the Alberta boun- 
cary and beyond from 20 to 40 miles 
distant from the railway.

Assuming that 150 
licenses were granted, and that all fish 
were paid for at 2c a pound, the aver- 
age amount that each fisherman could 
realize from his investment and for 
four and a half months of expected 
work would be $48. It did not mend 
matters any that, while the season 
opens on May 15th and the fishermen

were on the ground ready for work on 
that date, their licenses were jot is- 
sued until June 1st. They were kept 
doing nothing for two weeks at the 
beginning of the season for no possible 
reason, and were cut off six to eight 
weeks before the end of the season 
by the catch being limited to 360,000 
pounds, 

If the Department of Fisheries had 
reason to believe that not more than 
260,000 pounds should be fished com- 
mercially from the lake during the sea- 
son, they should have said so at the 
start and issued licenses accordingly. 
But to issue licenses without a limit 
and then put a limit on the catch was 
utterly unfair to the fishermen, who, 
naturally, are mostly poor men, Once 
the licenses had been issued without 
special restriction they should have 
been continued according to the 
terms on which they were issued, As- 
suming that the limit was a proper 
one, the lake would not have been de- 
pleted by unrestricted fishing for one 
season, Lesser Slave Lake is the 
largest fishing lake in the north ac- 
cessible to railway, and a limit is put 
upon the catch; aithough it is a breach 
of faith with the fishermen, Waba- 
mun is one of the smallest, and no 
limit has ever been put upon the catch 
there, although it has been fished com- 
mercially for many years, 


Under all the circumstances, the 
fishermen are forced to the  conclu- 
sion that they were kept under ex- 
pense while doing nothing in the 
latter part of May and were shut off 
from further catch in August not in 
the interest of conservation of the 


food fish of North Alberta as much as 
in the interest of the fish companics 
operating on lakes Winnipeg and 
Manitoba, who, finding the offering of 
Lesser Slave Lake fish interfering with 
their market, used their pull with the 
Dominion Government, through a 
member of the late but not lamented 
Government of Manitoba, to have 
their market protected by shutting off 
competition from Lessé¢r Slave Lake. 


The Ottawa Citizen says that the 
Ross rifle with bayonet has cost Can- 
ada $33.25 against the British cost of 
the Lee Enfield of $21. From 1902 to 
April Ist, 1915, the Ross company 
had delivered 150,000 rifles to the 
Canadian government at a total cost of 
f've and a half million dollars, Premier 
Porden told parliament in April last 
that the Ross company had increas 
ed their output of rifles seventeen 
times since the war began, If that was 
the fact the number made in the year 
ending April Ist, 1916, must have been 
much greater than the number made 
before that date. Canada paid more 
money for an inefficient rifle than 
Britain paid for an efficient rifle and 
kept on paying it Jong after the Ross 
rifle was known to be inefficient, It 
was more important to the Borden 
government to keep up the dividends 
of the Ross Rifle company than to pro- 
tect the Canadian taxpayer by paying 
a fair price for the rifles made or to 
profect the lives of Canadian soldiers 
by arming them with a rifle whose e/- 
ficiency could be depended upon, Is Al- 
lison a stockholder in the Ross Rifle 
company?

We will be glad 
to hear you say this again for some 
there be who doubt it, 

1 think that when you come west ot 
the Great Lakes you will find that wo- 
men are really interested in public 
matters, I know that foolish women 
elsewhere have said that they do not 
want to vote, and undue importance 
has been attached to this particular 
form of shiftlessness, which is really 
no more worthy of being repeated than 
when women say that they do not want 
an education or do not care about go- 
ing to church, or are indifferent about 
the sanitation of their houses; or their 
personal appearance, or any of the 
other things about which they should 
be concerned. But you will not hear 
this from any of us, 

We are not strong on party lines 
though; for we know that the names 
“Conservative” and “Liberal” have lost 
their meaning long ago as applied to 
parties, and now simply make an arbi 
trary distinction between them as “A” 
and “B" would do, The great differ- 
ence between the parties is that one is 
in and the other out!

The Montreal Star thinks that the 
yernment's new recruiting plan is 
ayed by the labor problem, In a 
special Ottawa dispatch of September 
7th the Star says: 

Although an order-in-council em- 
bodying a new system of recruiting by 
means of the registration of ineligibles 
was promulgated three weeks ago, it 
has not yet been put in practical oper- 
ation. 

Inquiries at the Militia Department 
today as to when it will be made effec- 
tive elicited no definite information, 

The question is being considered 
conjointly with the labor situation, 
which was the subject of an important 
conference here yesterday afternoon. 

Raising half a million men in Can- 
ada is the objective, but as only 361,- 
693 have so far been enlisted, the goal 
is yet at considerable distance. Last 
month 7,246 enlisted. It used to be 
1,000 a day, 

While the forces thus require an- 
other 140,000, munition manufactur- 
ers, farmers and railways are calling 
for more men. It is to this rather 
complicated situation that is attribut- 
ed any delay in giving effect to the 
order and in selecting the directors,

To the Bulletin: IT would be grate- 
ful if you could give me a clear ex- 


planation of what really causes twi- 
light? IGNORAMUS. 
Twilight, in astronomy, is the faint 


appears a little 
before sunrise and again some tlme 
after sunset, the duration of which 
makes Alberta summers so delightful 
in fine weather, the amount and dura- 
tion of the light varying materlally in 
different latitudes and at different sea- 
sons. Popularly, the term is only ap- 
plied to the evening dawn, Twilight is 
produced by the diffused reflection of 
light from and among the atmosphere 
after the direct rays of the sun have 


diffused light which 


ceased to reach the earth, When the 
sun descends below the horizon Its 
rays pass through the atmospherle 


strata, and some of them are reflected 
toward the earth and filuminate its 
surface, At first the light, falling on 
the lowest and densest strata, is re- 
flected in great abundance, but as the 
sun descends to a greater distance be- 
low the horizon the rays fall on higher, 
ond therefore rarer, atmospheric stra- 
ta. Consequently fewer rays undergo 
reflection, and as the number of re- 
flected rays diminishes as the sun de- 
seends, the strength of the twilight 
diminishes sin proportion, till at last 
the solar rays fall on strata so rare as 
to be incapable of reflecting light, and 
the twilight accordingly disappears.
